An old political feud is said to have 
been back of a fist fight between Build- 
ing Commissioner James A. Smith and 
George Neville, chief clerk in the of- 
fies of City Collector Hagerman. The 


encounter occurred in Hagerman’s of- 
fice and ended after the first round, 
when Smith scored a knock-down. Ne- 
ville’s friends stopped the bout. 

A score of clerks in the office looked 
up in surprise when the altercation be- 
gan and they spread the news through 
the City Hall. It created excitement 
and deepened the intensity of ill-feel- 
ing between the Neville and Smith-Gill 
factions in the Twenty-seventh ward. 

Neville Dodges Blow. 

Smith went into the Collector's office 
Friday afternoon apparently with the 
intention of talking to» Neville, who was 
behind a counter. There was a sharp 
interchange of words and Neville laid 
his hand on the counter as if to spring 
over it. Building Commissioner Smith 
twung his right, but Neville ducked and 
the blow fanned the air. 

_Neville then climbed on to the counter, 

‘making toward his opponent; and Sinitt 
Bwung hard again. The biow landed, 
and knocked Neville off the counter to 
the floor. 

Neville jumped up and ran into an 
inner office. What his purpose was in 
doing this did not become apparent, as 
his friends stopped him before he re- 
turned. They persuaded Smith to re- 
turn to his office and active hostilities 
were suspended. 

Neville was the Democratic nominee 
lor Congress two years ago in the Elev- 
inth District, which is usually Demo- 
tratic by a majority of two or three 
jhousand. He was defeated by Henry 
M. Caulfield, the incumbent. 

Said He Was “Knifed.” 

At the same time Patrick J. Gill, who 
lives in the same ward with Smith and 
Neville, was a candidate for Sheriff on 
the Democratic ticket. He was defeat- 
x. Neville declared after, the election 
that he had been “knifed’’ by Gill and 
Smith—that they had ‘‘traded’”’ with 
Saulfield, his friends voting for Gill for 
Sheriff and Gill’s friends voting for 
Caulfield for Congress. The Twenty- 
seventh Ward was split into two fac- 
‘fons, and much bitterness developed. 

Gill again is a candidate, this time for 
the Democratic nomination for Con- 
tress, and Neville’s friends are openly 
ppposing him. A report is said to have 
been circulated by a friend of Neville 
ihat the Gill-Smith faction had com- 
bined with the Daley-Miles-Butler 
forces and had promised to throw their 
rotes to Henry M. Walsh for Circuit 
Attorney on a promise that Walsh's 
support would be thrown to Gill. 

This report angered the Gill-Smith 
faction, and is said to have been the 
lirect cause of the encounter in the 
City Hall. 

Building Commissioner Smith refused 
to discuss the fight or the causes lead- 
ing up to it when interrogated by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “So far as I 
am concerned,”’ said he, ‘‘the incident 
is closed.” 

Mr. Neville said: 

“Mr. Smith and I had a heated argu- 
ment about politics, but I do not wish to 
yo into that matter at this time. There 
was really no serious trouble between 
as. Mr. Smith said something that I 
Hid not like and I was about to ciimb 
pver the counter in the office to reach 
him when he struck at me. 

“Tf he hit me, however, I do not know 
t. His blow, I think, fe?! short and I 
fropped to the floor. Several of the 
tlerke then restrained me. I did not 
tun for any weapon. The whole thing 
sw a tempest in a teapot.” 

Smith Secking Office. 

Smith is said to resent reports that 
ire spread about him at the present 
ime, because he is a candidate for cen- 
ral committeman in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward to succeed Gill, at the primaries 
wo be held Aug. 4 He is being opposed

Maddened by his deed, a crowd tied 
him to the heels of a horse and he 
was dragged two miles, every bone in 
his body béing broken.

But Ver- 
gani was poor and swearing the girl 
to constancy, he left for America. 
For six years Vergani heard regularly 
from his sweetheart, then lettcrs failed.

Arriving in Italy, he disguised himself 
as an itinerant dentist and drove to 
Montfelice, where he arrived at fair 
time.

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Without having opened her eyes to 
greet with a smile the anxious face of

Girl Hurled to Ground. 

While the automobile was speeding 
along Clayton road, Fetch turned it 
to one side to pass another machine. 
His automobile struck a horse and 
came to a quick stop. Miss Brauer 
was hurled to the ground and was 
rendered unconscious. Fetch placed 
her in his machine and drove to St. 
Luke's Hospital with great speed. 

He sent for her mother, Mrs. L. J. 
Brauer, and word was sent to Beck- 
er. Both reached the hospital as soon 
as possible. Becker took his station 
beside the bed on which his fiancee 
tossed and moaned. 

Dies, Still Uneonsctous. 

The first day or two Becker made 
inquiry regarding his fiancee’s con- 
dition. She did not recover conscious- 
ness. Thursday the surgeons decided 
to operate to remove a blood-clot 
from her brain. Becker remained in 
the next room anxiously, hoping that 
with a successful operation, Miss 
Brauer would be conscious, but he 
was disappointed.

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America, for the fifth sucessive time, is victor in the Olympie ee 


track and field games. 


In the events concluded today, after the 


stormiest two weeks in the history of modern Olympiads, the 
Americans again were victorious in the 110-meter hurdles, winning 
all three positions and increasing their total to 115 points. 

America finished first in the 1600-meter relay race, the final 


event of the day. 

As compared with the performance of 
the American team, the Britons them- 
selves, counting Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales entries, totaled 571-3, while the 
representatives from the British de- 
pendencies scored 20 more points, Count- 
ing them all; the United States still 
have scored nearly 40 points more than 
their principal rivals. 

Anglo-Saxon Is Supreme. 

Other nations have not counted in the 
point scoring to any extent and it is ev- 
ident that when it comes to sports the 
Anglo-Saxon is the dominant race of the 
world. 

Perhaps the most interesting fact de- 
veloped during the games in the great 
London Stadium is the “reversal of 
form’ shown by both England and 
America. Britain has always been noted 
for its middle-distance runners and 
cross-coumry and long-distance per- 
formers. America’s supremacy has been 
unquestioned in the sprints, although 
one of the biggest events in the English 
athletic world is the Sheffield Handi- 
cap, a dash of a trifle over 100 yards. 

Thus, the Yankee team did not even 
stop to worry about its sprinters. It 
considered that in Rector, Cartmeil, 
Huff, Taylor, Carpenter, Robbins and 
other; it had every event from the 100- 
meter race up to 150-meter event 
wrapped up and stowed away. Likewise, 
the English considered that they had 
every contest from the 1500-meter event 
to the Marathon at their mercy. 

To the surprise of everyone, America 
did not take a single sprint race. Walk- 


"ler of South Africa, in a wonderful per- 


formance, beat Rector a foot in the 
190-meter event in 10 4-5s., record time. 
Kerr of Canada won the 30-meter event 


and the 40-meter race went to Halis- 
welle of England, after the latter had 
been beaten by Carpenter and Robbina, 

Hallawelle today won the run-off,. the 
other Americags refusing to compete 
against him after Carpenter's win had 
been discredited by the officials. 


Sheppard's Wonderful Race. 

The English, on the ether hand, 
thought they had the 1500-meter race,

The wonderful race of Meivin W. 
Sheppard, the-athlete who was barred 
from the New York police force because 
he had a bad heart, defeated the hopes 
of the British, however. In the 
thon run, the Britons were far

The manner in which America ut- 
terly outclas#ed all competitors is 
shown in the table of points. In only 
three events In which they had entries 
did America fall to score points. These 
were the javelin throw, the five-mile run 
and the hop, step and jump. Two of 
these events are virtually obsolete in 
this country. On the other hand, tie 
American team made a clean sweep in 
the discus throw, free style, the pole 
vault and the 110-meter hurdle race, 

The meet was a complete victory for 
American athletics, and would have 
been satisfactory from the American 
standpoint save for the constant bicker- 
ings which marred the contesta.

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WHEELING, W. Va., July %.—A sen- 
sation was created in the trial of Lillla

Ellison, the missing insurance agent of 
5060 Ridge avenue, since he left a sa- 
loon at King's highway and Easton avo- 
nue, at 6:30 a. m., Wednesday. 

Ellison’s brother, James A. Ellison 
of 1925 North Market street, was no- 
tified Saturday by a Mrs. Schaefer of 
1385 Clara avenue that she saw the 
missing man at Wellston, Thursday 
night. An investigation showed she 
was mistaken. 

When Ellison was in the saloon early 
Wednesday, he said nothing about his 
prospective movements. 

He did not take a drink or talk to 
the bartender. He bought a cigar and 
walked quietly out. He had walked over 
to the saloon from his home, two blocks 
distant, after telling his wife he would 
return in a few minutes. 


He Had Talked Strangely. 
Throughout .the night -preceding he 


had been unable to sleep and had talked 
strangely. He told his wife he had 
great business worries and that while 
he was in St. Charles Tuesday he 
thought of jumping into the river. 

Throughout the night Mrs. Ellison 
talked to him and thought she had con- 
vinced him that he should not take his 
lite. She asked him to tell her his trou- 
bles and she would share them with 
him and possibly straighten them out. 
He replied that she had all she could 
do to take care of their five children. 

Now that Eliison has not returned or 
left word of his whereabouts, his rela- 
tives fear he may have carried out the 
suicide threat, despite his wife’s pilead- 
ings. They realize that his mind has 
become affected, and have a hope that 
it may have caused him merely to wan- 
der away. 

James Ellison told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his brother’s mental condi- 
tion was not due to lack of business. 

Would Not Obtain Help. 


“It was due to too much business,” 
he said. “He went into the insurance 
business for himself only a year ago and 
his success since has been remarkable. 
He had more business than he could 
take care of, working n@ht and day.

Ellison is 39 years old. He is about 
5 feet 5 inches, tall and thin. His hair 
is brown and he has a stubby mustache 
of sandy hue. He wore a blue suit, tan 
shoes and a black derby hat when he 
left home.

His snakeship, taken on at 
Singapore by Capt. C. B. Fenton, com- 
mander of the Hudson, is 30 feet 3 inch- 
es long and weighs 3212 pounds. 

Capt. Fenton would not say whether 
the snake, which is a magnificent speci- 
men of the Indian python, was for the 
Bronx Zoo, but a story that had been 
told months ago of the snake's coming 
said also that the big fellow was to in- 
crease thie collection there. 

Held Fast in Great Case. 

Under the fore peak, which had been 
turned over fdr the use as a menagerie, 
containing other animals, the snake is 
held fast in a great iron-bound vrooden 
case, with a small netted air space cut 
in the top of the case. First Officer 
Herr said the snake was in small quar- 
ters so that it could not possibly use its 
great strength to force the sides of the 
case apart. 

While there have been snakes in plen- 
ty under 20 feet in length landed here, 
Capt. Fenton carries the palm for the 
largest ever brought, and when the ship 
berths today to land her sugar cargo 
the snake will be delivered to the con- 
signees. 

One Cassowary on Board. 

Besides the big snake, there are 2% 
monkeys, a porcupine, a cassowary, a 
pair of Japanese silk-feathered fowls, 
three Japanese spaniels and numeroug 
small. birds. There were 55 monkeys 
when the Hudson left Singapore, May 21, 
but many of them died. A dozen mina 
birds also died. 

The steamship arrived with as poly- 
giot a crew as was ever here, there be- 
ing 21 Chinese, 12 Lascars, one Cinga- 
lese, one Japanese, two “black men” 
from Colombo and two Arabs, tuken on 
at Aden, while the egineers are Scotch- 
men, and the navigating officers Brit- 
ish.

in Disfavor. 
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CARMI, Il4 July 25.—One of the hot- 
test fights in “Egyptian” political af- 
fairs is being waged in the Twenty- 
fourth Congressional District. The con- 
testants are Congressman Pleasant T. 
Chapman of Vienna and Judge Orlando 
Burrell of Carmi. Both men are wealthy 
and both want to be the Republican 
nominee in the Twenty-fourth District. 
The odds today are reckoned even, but 
Burrell, according to reports received 
from the southern part of the district, 
is heavily the gainer in the week's 
fight. 

The commanding feature of the cam- 
paign is the unique method ex-Con- 
gressman Burrell is using in making his 
fight for the nomination. Riding an old 
white mule over the district and shak- 
ing hands with every man he meets, 
in striking con- 
trast to Chapman's. Years ago, in the 
old Twentieth District, Burrell ran for 


Congress against Congressman James 
Robert Williams, the Democratic nomi- 
nee. The district was heavily Demo- 
cratic and Burrell’s race was at first 
considered a joke. 

But when he went to battle astride a 
large white mule, the jocular side of 
the nomination disappeared. One by one 
the country districts lined up for the’ 
‘‘white gmule” politician, as he was 
called, and when the votes were counted 
in November the majorities had turned. 
The fame of the white mule preceded 
Burrell to the White House, and the 
New York and Washington newspapers 
published the picture of the ‘‘Egyptian”’ 
politician and his white mule on the 
first page. 

This year the younger politicians de- 
clared that Chapman must be beaten in 
the primary if they ever wanted to 
get in the race with a show to win. 
One by one the possibilities were con- 





sidered, and finally it was agreed to run 
the old ‘‘white mule’’ politician. 

Burrell was waited on by a half hun- 
dred young voters from the different 
counties in the district, who told him 
they wanted him to beat Chapman so 
that they could then haye a chance to 
win. 

“The old mule is a little old to again 
go to battle,” replied Judge Burrell, 
“but if you are willing to risk his car- 
rying qualities, why, I will make the 
race.”’ ; 

The race early became a warm one, 
as both men are wealthy. Burrell sent 
out to the farm for the old mule and 
one day he rode down Main street on 
the beast. . Since that time he has been 
busy going over the district. Chapman, 
to counteract the effect of Burrell’s. 
unique method, ordered a costly auto- 
mobile and used it for a week. He lost 
so many votes the first week that he 
sent it back to St. Louis. 

Both men today are claiming victory. 
As a still further variation in their ra- 
cing” proclivities, Chapman is support- 
ing Deneen and_Burrell is advocating 
Yates for Governor. All Illinois is 
watching the fight and both men are 
playing cards to win the nomination.

SCIENCE'S CALS 





A-Ray Pioneer’ Has Had No 
Natural Sleep During Past 
Six Years. 


———_ 


STUDIES OWN _ DISEASE 








Hopes to Publish His Observa- 
tions Shortly in Form 
of a Book. 





Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, July 16.—J. Hall-Edwards, 
radiographer to the Birmingham Gen- 
eral Hospital, has sacrificed both of his 
hands in the cause of science. 

The pioneer experimentor with the 
radiograph is suffering from X-ray 
dermatitis and for six years he has had 
no sleep, except a few hours gained in- 
termittently through the use of nar- 
cotics. His case is considered by the 
medical fraternity as a wonderful ex- 
ample of undaunted courage and pa- 
tience. 

He is studying his own disease from a 
scientific standpoint, noting down every 
Symptom with the utmost care and at- 
tention to detail. He hopes to publish 
his observations shortly in the form of 
a book. 

Points Out Mistakes. 

The book will treat not only of the 
X-rays, but the disease they cause, and 
will contain an exhaustive treatise on 
possible cures. Mr. Hall-Edwards also 
points out the mistakes he made as a 
pioneer of the X-rays, and shows how 
details regarding inventions of his own 
they may be avoided. He also gives 
by the use of which X-ray operators 
will be immune from any danger. 

He shows the most amazing fortitude, 
and his only fear is that he may not 
live to finish his work. He has worked 
all through his years of agony, and is 
still in practice. 

He became afflicted with X-ray der- 
matitis several years ago and, sufferei 
intense agony in his left arm and hand 
until last February, when it was decid- 
ed to amputate his forearm in the hope 
that the progress of the disease might 
be checked. It was not then thought 
likely that he would lose his right hand, 
which seemed not to be seriously af- 
fected. 

Second Operation Performed. 

Unfortunately, this hope was not real- 
ized and it recently became necessary to 
operate again. The operation was per- 
formed by Dr. Gilbert Bartling, assist- 
ed by Drs. McCardie and Whitby, the 
surgeons who amputated the left fore- 
arm. This time, the right hand, with 
the exception of the thumb, was taken 
off. 

There has been considerable criticism 
of the Government’s failure to recognize 
Dr. Hall-Edwards’ service to science. 
The recent granting of a pension to him 
has been ridiculed throughout scientific 
circles of the Kingdom. Truth, in com- 
menting on the matter, says: 

“To find a hero officially recognized 
one must look outside the birthday 
honors to fhe humbler list of civil pen- 
sions. Here among a crowd of nonenti- 
ties, whose chief claim to recognition is 
that they are relatives of others more 
distinguished, one finds the name of 
Mr. Hall-Edwards of Birmingham, the 
devoted surgeon who has sacrificed his 
limbs in the cause of scientific research. 
He gets $600 a year as compensation, 
which is certainly better than a baron- 


etcy; but Prof. Ray Lankester gets more |: 


than double that amount. He has not, 
I think, sacrificed any portion of his 
anatomy as yet.’’

‘struggles with Sletten 





SAVES MAN WHO 
SLEW HIS RIVAL 


Jury Exonerates _ Bedridden 
Anvalid After Hearing 
Her Love Affair. 


HUSBAND SAW BEATING 





Unable-to Attend Inquest He 


Dictates His Version of 
Tragedy. 





CHICAGO, July 2%.—‘‘We, the jury, 
believe that said William T. Branitzky 
was acting in the protection of his wife 
and home at the time of the shooting, 
and exonerate him from all blame and 
recommend his release from further 
custody.”’ 

Thus concluded a coroner's jury yes- 
terday at the inquest over the body of 
Lucas Sletten, who was shot and killed 
by a bedridden, invalid husband in the 
latter’s home at 4007 Grand boulevard 
Thursday night. The jury completely 
vindicated the man whose young wife 
had been harrassed and beaten, his 
child whipped and his home almost 
wrecked by Sletten. 

Mrs. Branitzky, a little woman 23 
years old, was the principal witness at 
the inquest. She related a story of how 
Sletten won her away from her hus- 
band, Sletten’s continued advances, and 
her subsequent hate and fear of the 
man.

Mr.. Roosevelt’s statement is an undignified, of- 
fensive, partisan, political document issued as an ap- 
peal to the anti-corporation voters of the states West 
of the Mississippi, where the Republican ticket is 
weak. It is intended not to further the ends of jus- 
tice, but to influence votes. Its purpose is not to 
assist in punishing the Standard Oll Co., but to con- 
vince the West that in spite of a reactionary plat- 
form that surrendered-on the income tax, the gradu- 
ated inheritance tax and campaign fund publicity, the 
administration is still a terror to Wall street and 
malefactors of great wealth. 

The World heartily approved the sentence imposed 
by Judge Landis on the Standard: Oil Co. It was 
time to make an example of a great offender, and 
an ordinary fine is of no value whatever in dealing 
with such a rich and powerful corporation. The 
World regrets that the Court of Appeals found it 
necessary to reverse Judge Landis, but justice is not 
to be accomplished by presidential tirades against 
judges who decide contrary to his wishes.

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HE most-talked-of man in Europe 
in 135 fell in love with a nun. 
He himself was a former monk. 
The man was. Martin Luther, the fam- 
ous reformer, who had declared his in- 
dependence of the churchly customs of 
the day, and who not only placed the 
Bible into the hands of the plain people, 
but was the founder of the Protestant 
creed In Germany. 

Luther, after casting loose from the 
established church, continued to preach 
his doctrines (often at risk of his life) 
and to gain new converts by the thou- 
sands. Among these converts was a 
pretty nun named Catherine von Bora, 
who, Whilé very young, had entered a 
convent near Grimma, Germany. News 
of Luther’s teachings reached her and 
she Was soon won over to his way of 
thinking in regard to religious matters. 
She went so far as to convince elght 
other nuns that Luther’s opinions were 
right. Then the nine women decided to 
give up convent life. But to make such 
a decision and to act upon it were two 
quite different things, In her perplexity 
Catherine wrote to Luther for aid, 
Luther Was touched by her appeal. 
Through the help of a friend he man- 
aged to get Catherine and her eight 
triends out of the convent one night in 
162k. The escape of the nine nuns 
caused a great sensation. Now that 
they were freed from the convent, 
Luther did: not quite know how to dis- 
pose of them. He prevailed upon the 
relatives of some to take them into their 
homes, and he advised others to marry. 
But Catherine was not so easily settled 
in life. She was pretty and only 21 
years old. She was also what would 
now be called a ‘“‘new woman.” She did 
not relish the idea of being married 
out of hand to any maf her relatives 
might chance. to select for her. More- 
over, she had secretly fallen in love 
with Luther himself. Wise as the re- 
former was, he had not the wit to see 
Bo he proposed to her that she 
marry one of his friends. She refused 
in disgust. He suggested another 
friend, then another. Still she refused, 
At length in despair he asked her to 
name some man she was willing to 
marry. She calmly named the aston- 
ished Luther himself. 

Luther, though surprised, liked the 
idea. He had cast off the monk's cowl 
and felt he was no longer bound by his 
former vows of celibacy. He had writ- 
ten treatises advising former priests to 
marry. Why not set the example? So 
he accepted Catherine’s suggestion, and 
on June 11, 15%, he and the ex-nun 
were wedded.

This was the last event of the Olym- 
pic sports, and the Stars and Stripes, 
which has been so much in evidence 
during the fortnight that the contests 
lasted, was the last flag, as it was 
the first, to be officially unfurled at the 
staff in the center of the arena from 
Which’ the winning country in each 
event has been signalized by the dis- 
play of its national emblem. 

Makes World’s Record. 

The final in the 110-meter hurdle race 
was won by F. C. Smithson, Multno- 
mah A. C.; J. C. Garrels, Chicago A. 
A., Was second, and A. B. Shaw, Dart- 
mouth College, third. Time, 15s., which 
fs the world’s record. Smithson came 
in two yards in front of Garrels. 

The final in the 1500-meter swim was 
won by Taylor, United Kingdom. B&t- 
tersby, United Kingdom, was second, 
and Beaurepaire, Australia, was third. 
Battersby, who was a close second, con- 
tinued to the mile post in an effort to 
make a new record. He covered the dis- 
tance in 24m. 33s., which is 9 3-5s. better 
than the previous record. 


Queen Sees Hurdle. 
Queen Alexandria reached the stadium 


at 4 o'clock, accompanied by several 
other members of the royal family. As 
s00n as the queen had taken her seat, 
the American runners, A. B..Shaw, H. 
C. Smithson, W. M. Rand and J. C. 
Garrels, were called out for the final 
in the 110-meter hurdle race. At the 
conclusion of this event, which was won 
by Smithson, the American, German and 
Hiungarian teams lined up for the final! 
in the 1600-meter team race.’ This event 
also went to America. 

When this last race was over the band 
struck up ‘See the Conquering Hero 
Comes,’’ as the winners of the first 
prizes emerged from their dressing 
rooms and started to march across the 
arena to receive thelr medals from the 
hands of Queen Alexandria. Her Maj- 
esty was attended by Lord Desborough 
and other members of the International 
Olympic Committee and the _ British 
VUlympic Council. 

After receiving their medals, the win- 
ners were given their diplomas, and a 
sprig of oak from Windsor forest was 
handed to each man. These branches, 
together with the union jack in which 
they were wrapped, were sent by King 
kdward. 

Counting all the events since the 
games began two weeks ago, in many 
of which there was no outside compe- 
tition, the score, according to the Eng- 
lish system, is: England 38, America 
22, Sweden 6, France 4, Norway, Ger- 
many, Italy, Canada, Hungary, 2 each; 
Belgium, South Africa and Finland, one 
each. England is the only country that 
has adopted this method of scoring. 


Hayes Ia Lionired. 
Jehn J. Hays, with the Marathon hon- 


ors still fresh upon him, visited the 
House of Commons this afternoon. He 





was introduced to several of the mem- 
bers, who congratulated him , upon his 
brilliant performance. 

There was a fair attendance at the 
Stadium this afternoon to witness the 
concluding contests of the Olympic 
games and the distribution of prizes. 
The winners of silver and bronze med- 
als, diplomas of special merit and spe- 
cial commemorative medals formed on 
the far side of the arena and marched 
by the cycle track to tables opposite 
the royal box, where the silver med- 
alists received their tokens from the 
Duchess of Rutland. The winners of 
the bronze medals were given their 
prizes by Katherine, Duchess of West- 
minster, while the diplomas of merit 
and the commemorative medals were 
presented by Lady Desborough. 

The American athletes stood firm in 
their determination not to enter the re- 
running of the 400-meter race, in the 
first running of which J. ©. Carpenter, 
the Cornell man, was disqualified. With 
conditions, therefore, just to his liking, 
Lieut. Halswelle, the Britisher, went 
out and ran the event alone, ‘‘winning 
easily,’’ according to the Americans. His 
time was 50s. 

The event was the gloomiest that has 
yet marked the Olympiad. As the lone 
runner crossc« . the finish line the Eng- 
lish let go a weak, perfunctory cheer, 
while the Americans and all other na- 


tions except the English were conspicu- 
ously silent. The Olympic committee 
made a final effort today to induce 
Taylor and Robbins, the two Americans 
still eJigible for the final, to enter the 
race, but they were deaf to every ap- 


peal. 
Ahearne Wing for British. 

The running hop, step and jump was 
the only other event of the morning. 
Ahearne, United hk. wuom, with 48 feet 
3% inches; Lawson, Norway, 47 feet 2% 
inches, and McDonald, Canada, 4 feet 
4 inches, qualified for the final. Both 
Ahearne and ..cDcaald improved their 
jumps in the tnal, doing respectively 
8 feet 11% inches and 48 feet 5% inches. 
Lawson got third place with 47 feet 2% 
inches; Bricker, Canada, with 4 feet 3 
inches, and Platt Adams, New York A. 
C., with 46 feet 2 inches, were awarded 
certificates of merit for their jumps.

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LONDON, July %.—John J. Hayes of 
the Irish-American Athletic Club, who 
Was declared winner of the Marathon.

A. Conan Doyle, the novelist, In the 
Mall, describes the Stadium scene:

A tiny, boylike creature, he reeled as 
he entered and faced a roar of applause, 
then feebly turned to the left, wearily 
trotted around the track, friends and 
encouragers pressing around him. 

"Suddeniy the whole group stopped.

He had fainted, Is it possible that even 
at this jast moment the prize may slip 
through his fingers? Every eye slides 
round to that dark archway. No second 
man has yet appeared. Then a great 
sigh of relief goes up. I do not thin’ in 
all that great assembly any man would 
have wished victory to be torn at the 
last instant from the plucky litUe Ital-

NEW YORK, July 2. 

The Evening Post, in its financial re- 
view, says: 

“Prices advanced further today, after 
the early movement of the stock mar- 
ket had given rise to some disagreeable 
forebodings to what the day would 
bring forth. 5 Aes market was very weak 
fer a portion of the first hour on a re- 
currence of yesterday's selling. These 
declines depressed the list from % to 1% 
point in the case of most of the active 
shares. There was a recovery, with re- 
newed up-bidding and sharp gains in 
such issues as Amalgamated Copper, 
Union Pacific, St. Paul and Smelting, 
Reading and the Steel shares. This 
gave strength to the whole market, and 
led to a renewal of rather spectacular 
buying. In the last half .hour the 
movement became very active, with a 
similar demonstration to that witnessed 
toward the close last Saturday. 

“The European markets were firm, 
except in the unsettlement at London 
caused by the United States selling of 
consols. 

The market here closed strong and 
very active at best prices of the day. 
The approaching turn in the curerncy 
movement against New York is evi- 
denced by this week's sharp decline in 
interior exchange at Chicago and the 
heavy falling off in the volume of di- 
rect shipments by interior banks, give 
point to the probable course of money 
rates this fall. The indisposition of the 
important lending institutions to make 
lurge investments in “over the year” 
loans at even a fractional advance from 
the rates quoted this week, did not sig- 
nify that the lenders regard the out- 


look with apprehension. 


“Not for 14 years have the New York 
banks been as well prepared to meet 
the drain as they are today, notwith- 
standing the outflow of $50,000,000 gold 
to Europe and repayment to the Treas- 
ury since the year opened of $65,000,- 
OW public deposits. It is natural, how- 
ever, that the great banks of the East 
should limit their investments in term 
loons until the probable demands of the 
harvest centers could be correctly fore- 
custed. With the crop outlook as fa- 
vorable as it is, there is every reason 
to suppose that at least the normal ship- 
ments of hand to hand money will be 
made. 

“So long as the banks are not called 
upon to finance another movement of 
over-trading in the stock market, the 
West can be supplied with all the money 
required for crop-moving purposes. 

“The stock market was naturally 
helped by the decision in the Standard 
Oil case, and the clear statement of 
the reasons for setting aside the famous 
$29,000,000 fine. The news was greeted 
by a quick advance in prices. as 

“On the news that President Roose- 
velt had instructed the Department of 
Justice at cnce to proceed for another 
trial of the case ‘In order to prevent 
& possible miscarriage of justice,’ Wall 
street jumped to the conclusion that a 
retrial of the case might develop sen- 
sational complications with further un- 
settlement. 

“The future of the market depends on 
the ability of the speculators to at- 
tract genuine outside buying. The de- 
cided strength of the bond market with 


the enormous increase of trading, re- 


flects an investment inquiry of né mean 
proportions, 
been restricted to the highest grade of 
issues.”’ 

Political considerations ruled Satur- 
day's stock market. Roosevelt and 
Standard Oil have apparently played 
their part, and brokers have now turned 
their attention to the probable comple- 
tion of Taft's speech of acceptance, 
which will be delivered Tuesday next. 

Thig was the predominating Influence 
at Saturday's session. 

For a |ittle while the Exchange was 
bearish, but at the end of the first half 
hour a’ bull sentiment was developed 
which was turned into a vigorous boom 
before the cloge.

She is not a lawyer herself, 
but she has read some lawbooks and 
Nem a good deal of experience in one 
way and another in the justice courts, 
and she thinks she is entirely capable 
of attending te a good many little 
things for which most persons hire law- 
yers, 

Is a Real Estate Agent. 

One of these is handling a divorce 
case, always assuming that the defend- 
ant does not make too much of a fight. 
Mrs. Buckley is not an advocate of 
women’s rights, in spite of the fact that 
she carries on a furniture business, acts 
@s a real estate agent, looks after con- 
siderable property that she owns and 
is her Own lawyer in minor legal mat- 
ters. 

“I don’t do these things from prefer- 
ence,’ she said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “‘but because I have to. I have 
had to look out for myself ever since 
we were married. I would a good deal 
rather have taken care of a home, if 
he had given me one to take care of.
